THE SHERIFF AND JUNIOR COLLEGE 


As we approach the time to vote on the $385,000 
worth of bonds and $315,000 other Federal taxes that 
m ust come out of the sweat of the workingman's 
brow, we are compelled to wonder how many homes 
the sheriff will have to sell before we come to realize 
the effects of such a lares fraction of our national 
income being so wastefully used in public education. 
Every' poor home owner pays very dearly for the 
belief that public education St? free education. And, as 
there are more and more sheriff's sales because of 
high taxes, those people who are not able to take 
advantage of the kind of education that public col­ 
leges are giving, should sooner or later begin to 
realise the effects of the misconception that the 
expense of colleges can be paid for other than by 
la bor,.present or past. 
And when they make college 
education a sort of a country club entertaining affair, 
in order to have some semblance of fairness for those 
students who cannot absorb different college courses, 
then the extravagance is further added to the worker 
and the little home owner’s burden. 
When to this, is added the mis-education that 
greatly retards production and the demand for labor, 
so that when a boy completes his college course there 
is no Job for him. one wonders how the educators 
explain the increased number of sheriff's sales and 
the lack of jobs for good, honest boys if they are 
properly educating the youth of the land. 
It would seem that these educators would be will­ 
ing to explain some of these problems th at are con­ 
fronting people who are perturbed about these con­ 
ditions. 
These conditions do not seem to worry our 
educators. All they repeatedly say is, “give us more 
money, more power, and we will Improve things." 
But it seems to be more than a coincidence th at the 
more money and more power we give these theoret­ 
ical educators, the more sheriff’s sales we have and 
the more young men there are who come out of col­ 
leges unable to get jobs. 
Is there a very definite 
connection? 


PLACENTIA ROUND TABLE 


Residents of Placentia these recent days have been 
getting a lot of pleasure in reading a book that has 
ju st been published in their community about their 
community life as it has centered in the Placentia 
Round Table. 
The name of the new book is ''Placentia Round 
Table Club, The F irst Thirty-Five Years,” w ritten 
by Miss Faustlno Nenno.

“FREE MONEY" 
At hat many people fail to realize is th at during the 
last eight years there is relatively little “free money” 
available in the United States compared with sev­ 
eral decades ago. 
And by “free money," we mean 
money that is left in the hands of citizens for experi­ 
mentation and expansion and speculating in new 
enterprises.

In 1890, the governm ent took 5 per cent of the 
total production, leaving 95 per cent of the produc­ 
tion in private hands. Now the government is taking 
30 to 35 per cent of the total production, so there is 
only 65 or 70 per cent available to furnish the com­ 
fort* of life of those who are not supported by the 
governm ent and for expansion, development and re­ 
search w’ogk. 
It is this difference between 95 per cent and 65 or 
TO per cent in private hands th at makes all the 
difference in the world in their ability to furnish jo ts 
at ever-increasing wages. 
There has been too little 
consideration given to the decrease in the last few 
decades of this “free money" available for the gen­ 
eral welfare of private citizens. 
. 


CHAIN STORE DESTRUCTION BILL 
R epresentative Patm an of Texas is now proclaim­ 
ing th at he will introduce into Congress during the 
next session a bill th at will completely disseminate 
the chain stores. 
He says th * bill will be House 
Bill No. I; th at is, it will be the first one intro­ 
duced In the coming session In January. 
It would tax the first 15 stores a t $50 a store and 
raise the rate up to $1000 when the number of 
stores exceed 500. 
This is not a tax, but a revolution. 
It is simply a 
form of confiscation and discrim ination. 
It is un­ 
christian and un-A m erican because it discriminates. 
It is a result of a gradual belief th at the government 
has a right to tax w ithout any relation to w hat the 
individual citizen costs the governm ent in the service 
that the governm ent renders to the individual. 
It is 
piracy and force of the m ost dangerous kind. 
Any discrim inatory tax, sooner or later, if carried 
on as the proponents advocate to regulate the rights 
of an individual will eventually lead to a lower and 
lower standard of living.

duced In the books from the first record book of the 
club. 
The book is a faithful story of the history of 
the club, told in an interesting manner, and in the 
annals of the county as well as in the publications 
that may especially concern Placentia it will endure 
with growing value as the years go by. 
The book 
is beautifully printed, very well bound, and limited 
to 150 copies, 
it will surely find a place on the 
shelves of libraries and of those especially interested 
in the history of Orange county.
